The Projectiles We Use. 

We have now armor piercing projec- 
tiles. deck piercing projectiles, semi-ar- 
mor piercing projectiles, common forged 
and cast steel projectiles, cast iron pro- 
jectiles, shrapnel, and so on. in endless 
variety. As the work the gun, whether 
ashore or afloat, will have to do can be 
pretty clearly predicted, it would ap- 
l)car as though one. or at most two. 
kinds of projectiles were enough. These 
two would naturally have, the one a 
high penetrative power, and the other a 
large capacity for internal charge, giv- 
ing great destructive power when lh« 
shell is burst. No one xx-ho has not 
examined carefully the effect of burst- 
ing shell in a closed space can have an 
idea of its destructiveness. A small six- 
pound shell, of about 2*4 Inches 
diameter, containing three or four 
ounces of pow der, burst in an ordinary- 
room and breaking into 20 or 30 frag- 
ments, would probably destroy every- 
thing in the room. — Scientific .Ameri- 
can.
